Lynched Before Troops Come. 

Seven companies of state troops, have 
been rushed to Hopewell to preserve or- 
der, but before their arrival a negro whe 
was caught attempting to loot a burn- 
ing store had been lynched. 

Over a hundred arrests have been made 
since the troops arrived. 

The cashier of the Mechanics’ bank 
at Hopewell saved its money and securi- 
ties and started to Petersburg. He was 
held up by several men who attempted 
to rob him. Two of them were killed, 


according to reports received here, by 


citizens who formed a Sia go com- 
mittee.

Says Foe Must Start Peace Move.

“Now King Ferdinand has redeemed 
the pledge which he made to his people 
at the end of the second Balkan war— 
that the Bulgarian colors, which then, 
after glorious fighting but severe disap- 
pointment, were folded up, should be 
flying free over the country lost at that 
time. 

“ Serbia, instead of seeking an under- 
standing to save the country from the 
sacrifices of a fresh campaign, decided 
not only to oppose the united attack of 
the allied German and Austro-Hungarian 
armies, but also to attack her eastern 
neighbors, 

‘Our troops have fought in the Serbian 
mountains brilliantly, overcoming all 
hardships. We offer to them our warm 
thanks, as well as to our old loyal Austro- 
Hungarian comrades, and to our newly 
won friend, the Bulgarian army, which 
by our side is winning its due place in 
the Balkans. | 

“ With heroic bravery the Turks have 
held watch over the Dardanélies, the fall 
of which Mr. Asquith prophesied in the 
summer. Today the Dardanelles stand 
firmer than ever. Also at Bagdad the 
Turks have given a perceptible blow to 
the English. 

History in Nedr East Campaign. 

“The opening of the way in the near 
east is a landmark in the history of this 
war. Direct military connection with 
Turkey is of inestimable value; econom- 
ically the imports from the Balkans com- 
plete our supplies in the most welcome 
manner. Prospects, moreover, for the fu- 
ture are full of promise. 

“Thanks to the foresighted policy of 
King Ferdinand, a firm bridge has been 
constructed between the indissolubly al- 
lied kaiser power, the Balkans, and the 
near east. After the conclusion of peace 
this bridge will not resound with the 
tread of marching battalions, but will 
serve for works of peace and culture.” 


Socialist Raises Commotion. 
Vigorous applause followed this re- 
mark, and Dr. Liebknecht interjected— 
“And of the Deutsche bank,” which oc- 
casioned a great commotion. 
Continuing, the chanceilor said: 
“In the reciprocal exchange of our 
goods we shall strengthen the friendship 
consoli¢cated by the comradeship in arms, 
not in order to stir up nations against 
esch «ther, but in order to participate 
actively in. the rise of countries and 
pecples ‘desirous of yigorous. develop- 
ment.

_ Now Turn of Greece. 

“Now it is Greece's turn. The entente 
asserted at first that when the entente’s 
troops were landed at Saloniki, Greece 
had asked for their assistance. Mean- 
while Venizelos, [ex-premier] has him- 
self expressly declared in the Greek 
chamber that the landing of the troops 
at Saloniki had no cannection with his 
earlier inquiry as to whether the entente 
could place in readiness 150,000 for the 
assistance of Greece against Bulgaria. 

“ Arbitrarily, England and France be- 
gan disembarking troops at Saloniki and 
proceeded with the landing in spite of the 
energetic protests of the Greek govern- 
ment. Now they are behaving there 
as masters of the country. We are now 
witnessing the interesting spectacle of 
how. the combatants of Prussian mili- 
tarism employ the dominating power of 
the British fleet as a brutal menace to 
compel the Greek government to violate 
its duties as a neutral. 


_ Allies’ Demand on Greece. 

* At first the promise of benevolent neu- 
trality was extracted. When the prin- 
ciple was admitted they proceeded to In- 
terpret it. From Greece was demanded 
the withdrawal of all Greek troops from 
Saloniki and its surroundings, free dis- 
posal of the port for establishing military 
defensive measures, the transference of 
the Greek railways and roads to the fron- 
tier for military transports, and freedom 
for military measures of all kinds in 
Greek territorial waters. That is what 
the entente understands by benevolent 
neutrality. 

“The Greek government, despite the 
difficult situation, is resolved to continue 
to preserve the neutrality which corre- 
sponds to its desire and which takes into 
consideration the dignity, independence, 
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and interests of Greece. The matter is 
not yet concluded.

Belgium Regains Equilibrium. 
**In Belgium the economical situation 
is almost normal Industry and com- 
merce have been reinvigorated; monetary 
matters have been regulated; the post, 
railways and shipping roads are in opera- 
tion; the production of coal is increasing, 
and reached in the last quarter almost 
three and a half million tons. Unemploy- 
ment is being checked, but it is impossible 
to bring the labor market to its normal 
state because Dngland is strangling Bel- 
gian industry by closing its overseas ex- 
port. 

“In Poland, Lithuania, and Courland 
we found terrible destruction, caused by 
the Russians—a state of complete disso- 
lution. We oreated new police and mu- 
nicipal laws and sanitary organization. 
* Economically we have sufficient pro- 
visions, if rightly distributed. This is a 
fundamental determining factor. The 
enemy for important foodstuffs is paying 
higher prices than we. 


German Plans Without Flaw. 

“It would be an insult to try tu make us 
believe that we, strong from victory and 
standing far out in the eenmy’s country, 
should be inferior in endurance, activity, 
and internal moral power to our enemies, 
who are still dreaming of victory.

be tried promptly in a prize court to ais- 
pose of the charge that the company is 
partly German owned.

Hocking and Genesee cases will be made 
the basis of the test. 

To accelerate disposition of the issue 
these cases will be transferred from Hal- 
ffax and St. Lucia to London, thus avoid- 
ing delay by appeals from subordinate 
courts.

Greek Scholar Says “Byzantine Lo- 
gothete” Means Scrivener—An-

“ Byzantine logothete,”’ as Col. Roosevelt 
used it in reference to President Wilson,

) Arnmite Gomez, whose train became 
blocked by burned bridges. Twice dur- 
ing the day urgent appeals for additional 
Carranza reinforcements were received 
by telegraph at Agua Prieta, acrose the 
border from here, and the sound of Gring 
was plainly heard. 


Villa Forces Are 

According to Gen. Calles’ report, he 
started his northward advance at 7a. ni., 
the first engagement being with Villa 
outposts four and a half miles south of 
Fronteras. They offered only feeble re- 
sistance, and the Carranza commander 
then proceeded to dislodge the Villa 
‘troops which had occupied Fronteras. 

It was there that he learned that prac- 
tically the entire Rodriguez command 
had surrounded Gen. Fiores’ troops. 
Marching in two columns, Gen. Calles’ 
forces attacked the Villa army from the 
southeast and southwest. 

“The enemy fied in different direc- 
tions,” Gen. Callies’ report reads. “ The 
‘principal group fied east toward Santa 
Rosa. The enemy had more than 4,000, 
but I estimate the principal group num- 
bers not over 2,000. The remainder were 
Mispersed. The enemy lost 300 dead, 100 
prisoners, and six large cannon.”

President Wilson within the next few 
days will give his attention to an anti- 
dumping bill. which. will be submitted to 


him by Secretary of Commerce Redfield. ; 


The Redfield *Meiisure, which is being 
prepared at the president's direction, will 
attempt to provide against the dumping 
of Buropean mdde ‘goods in the United 
States after the war is over. It is in- 
tended particularly to protect American 
dyestuffs manufacturers from German 
competition. : 

The new bill is being drawn up along 
the lines of the Australian law, which 
classes dumping as “unfair competi- 
tion ” and puts wide powers in the courts 
to prevent dumping through injunction 
whenever the director general of Aus- 
tralian customs Initiates action and es- 
tablishes the unfairness of the competi- 
tion from a foreign country.
